Following our Opening Night Banquet this evening at 6 pm in the Dining Hall, 
Bread Loaf Director Jim Maddox and Middlebury College President John 
McCardell will officially open the 80th session of the Bread Loaf School of 
English and introduce the members of this summer's distinguished faculty. New 


and old students alike are encouraged to attend to hear news of Bread Loaf's 
various programs and projects, both for the summer and throughout the academic 
year. The welcoming address will take place in the Burgess Meredith Theater at 
7:30 PM. A reception, replete with refreshments, will follow outside on the West 
Lawn (inside the Bam in the event of rain or increasingly beastly mosquitoes). 


Registration Relegation 

All students should stop by the Blue Parlor (in the 
westernmost part of the Inn) between 9 and 4 today to 
ensure accurate course registration and billing. You'll 
also need to complete other registration forms (vehicle 
cards, health forms, etc.). A representative from the 
Middlebury Accounting and Financial Aid offices will 
be on hand. If you need to make a change in your course 
schedule or have other registration-related difficulties, 
see Elaine in the Bread Loaf office as soon as possible. 


I.D. Ideology 

Middlebury College requires all students, faculty, and 
staff to carry I.D. cards for entrance to certain College 
facilities downtown (the fitness center, for example).

Cards will be distributed during registration 
or can be picked up in the Bread Loaf office.

The Front Desk (x. 0) 


Innkeepers Victoria and Edward Brown serve as Bread 
Loaf’s Friendly Folks-in-the-Know and can assist you 
with just about everything. They themselves are assisted 
by Peter Newton, John Mancuso, and Heather Morin- 
Best. This crew will do their best to answer your ques- 
tions; they also serve as check-cashers, mail-managers, 
switchboard-switchers, and sporting-goods-specialists. 
Items lost on campus should be brought to the Front 
Desk, where it is hoped they will soon become found. 





Bread Loaf Taxi 


Front Desk staff members offer safe passage to and from 
the bustling burg of Middlebury every weekday after- 
noon in the Big Blue Bread Loaf Taxi Van. The van 
departs from the Inn porch at 2 pm sharp and returns from 
in front of the Middlebury post office at 4 pm sharp on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. Tuesday and Thurs- 
day trips return from the post office at 3:30 sharp. Sign 
up at the front desk to reserve seats; students will be 
given preference in the event of over-booking. Your 
thankful smile and gracious demeanor are the only 
charge for this scenic excursion. Service starts on Friday. 


The Rape of the Locks 


Bread Loaf rooms now have bolts on all the doors, even 
though some heroic couples still cling to the “open door” 
days of yesteryear and would just as soon plunder the lot 
of locks and keys. You can lock and unlock your door 
from the inside to your heart's content, but you'll need a 
key to lock it from the outside. These keys can be picked 
up at the Front Desk. Please note that if you have a 
roommate, you must both appear at the Front Desk 
together. Replacement keys cost $25; if you’re acciden- 
tally locked out of your room, you'll have to wait until a 
Front Desk staff person is available to gain re-entry. 


Check-Cashing 


The Front Desk can cash personal checks for up to $75 
during most business hours. Please make checks pay- 
able to “Middlebury College” and write your student 
I.D. number on the front. 


Dailies’ Delivery 
For some the daily Crumb simply isn't enough, so those - 
with subscriptions to lesser tabloids like the New York 
Times can pick up their daily editions at the Front Desk 
by noon. Be sure to recycle the papers in the appropriate 
bin once you’re sated with the state of the nations. 








Bread Loaf Bookstore (x. 2759) 


Under the fire escape out behind Annex, you’ll find a green door that 
leads into the world of Heather Morin-Best, Bread Loaf’s Bookstore 
Manager. You’ll find all manner of items for sale down there, from 
textbooks and T-shirts to bug spray and shaving cream. The store 
will be open from 9 to 4 today and tomorrow. Thereafter, the 
schedule will return to normal. Heather kindly requests that you 
purchase books only for your own courses and hold off on others 
until everyone has had a chance to buy their needed texts. This rule 
also applies to courses which you may be auditing. 


Davison Library (x. 2739 or 2740) 


Judy Watts, Chris Brady, and Brent Goeres look forward to meeting 
your reading needs in Davison Library this summer. Whether you 
covet a cozy sofa spot by the fireplace to luxuriate in Wordsworth 
orcrave a hardback chair ata desk to tackle post-structuralist theory, 
Davison's the place to be. You can also peruse their video library and 
utilize the private viewing room; larger groups can watch tapes in 
the Milkhouse (next to the Barn) after reserving a time with the 
librarian. Also watch for special exhibits throughout the summer. 
The Library will be open from 8 am to midnight daily. 


Computer Center (x. 2741) 


Down under Davison library, the Bread Loaf Computer Center 
features a number of PC and Macintosh computers and printers to 
satisfy virtually all your cyberspatial inclinations. Computer Center 
Director Caroline Eisner and her staff of student assistants help 
ensure that it’s all user-friendly and that the mice don’t byte. 
Laserwriter services are available for a nickel a page. Rocky Gooch, 
the Telecommunications Director of the Bread Loaf Rural Teacher 
Network, also maintains an office in the Inn Seminar room (in back 
near the theater). Normal operating hours begin tomorrow. Work- 
shops and training sessions on a number of computer-related topics 
will be announced throughout the term, so be sure to pick up your 
Crumbs for details. 


Telephone Phenomenology 

The objective reality is that the Bread Loaf phone system has a 
limited number of available lines, so please cut to the chase and keep 
your calls brief so that others may get an outside line. For those who 
regularly give in to their subconscious urges to bum the wires ‘twixt 
hither and yon, more private public pay phones are placed strategi- 
cally in the Inn, at Gilmore, and in the booth beside the laundromat. 
Also, please be considerate of your neighbors and take messages for 
them when they are away; this will lessen the burden on the front 
desk staff and speed up the processing of incoming calls. 

You can call any campus extension by dialing its number on the 
phones in each dorm. Be aware that all on-campus extensions begin 
with "27;" this phone feature is new this year due to the renovation 
of the on-campus network. 

Calls to local exchanges can be made by dialing 9 and then the 
seven-digit number. Silence after dialing 9 means you got the 
outside line; you won't hear touch-tone sounds as you dial. A busy 
signal after the 9 means that no outgoing lines are available. Hang 
up and try again, and again, and again if need be. Calling card calls 
may be placed by dialing 9-1-800-and the number of the service. 
The numbers for some of the most commonly called carriers are 
posted by the phones. Third-party calls and other unique types of 
calling services can be handled by the Front Desk staff (dial 0). 
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To reach the Middlebury College switchboard, dial 9-443-5000 ( fe 
and listen for instructions.

No Smoke, No Fire 


Vermont's strict antismoking regulations prohibit cigarette smok- 
ing in all public buildings, both here on campus and in Vermont 
proper. Campus smoke detectors are sensitive and might be set off 
by cigarette smoke; if this happens to you, air out yourroom and fan 
the smoke away from the alarm. If the alarm beeps, buzzes, chirrups, 
or twitters intermittently, it’s simply telling you in Alarmese that it 
needs a new battery. The Front Desk will gladly assist in correcting 
the problem.

The Director’s Directives: Frost’s 
Influence on Styles of Leadership 

By looking intently at two Vermont-based educa- 
tional administrators (James Maddox, Director of the 
Bread Loaf School of English, and Robert Stepto, the 
Interim Director), this study will compare and contrast 
their perspectives and methodologies as one (Maddox) 
departs from 7/4 to 7/16 and the other assumes his place. 
Effectiveness will be evaluated as a function of the 
number of appointments made via the Bread Loaf office 
and the weather forecasting abilities in determining 
whether the annual Frost Picnic will take place. 
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Snack it to Me: A Community Adjusts to 
New Snack Bar Hours 

This chronological study considers the effects of 
newly open Snack Bar hours as a relevant factor in the 
associations and interactions between students at Bread 
Loaf. Particular aspects under consideration: levels of 
community caffeination during the open weekend morn- 
ing hours of 10-12, and ice cream consumption between 
the open afternoon hours of 2—6.

This inquiry into the effects of environment (vis a vis 
the Blue Parlor on Sunday nights at 7:30) looks at how 
writers become readers and are subsequently nurtured 
and supported by their peers, shifting from a discernible 
“blue period” (if you will) into a more colorful phase. 
The hope is always to attract more writers into the fold, 
especially one or two who might join the likes of Robert 
Sugg and Sabine Chmielewski this upcoming Sunday 
eve. A listing of the writers to be discussed appears at the 
Front Desk. 


Textual Connections on the Internet (by 
Mimi Onlein) 

By presenting samples of studies involving inter- 
classroom discussions on various texts (see figure 1), 
this presentation on Monday at 5:00 in Barn 6 intends to 
attract new participants to an ongoing National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities project linking students around 
the globe with one another and with Bread Loaf faculty 
mentors. The seminar should be of benefit to all inter- 
ested teachers, particularly those sections addressing 
funding and resources.

Stopping by a Cabin on a Sunny Afternoon: 
The Undiscovered Manuscripts of “Bobby” 
Frost (by Maggie Favretti) 


Many know of Frost’s more famous works, but few have 
shared the thrill of discovering his unpublished manuscripts, 
many of them simply signed “Bobby” and stowed away in the 
nooks and crannies of Frost’s cabin. Assistant to the Director 
Maggie Favretti shares inspirational stories of Frost’s occu- 
pancy near the Bread Loaf campus while conducting a point-by- 
point tour of the poet’s home. The half-hour oral presentations 
(at4:30, 5:00, and 5:30) are followed by a barbecue picnic on the 
Homer Noble Farm. (Due to the nature of this event, the van will 
run to and from the Bread Loaf Inn on a regular basis for those 
who do not wish to walk the distance. Advance tickets—free to 
those on the meal plan—can be picked up at the Front Desk, and 
no meal will take place in the dining hall that evening.

The Meaning of “Senior” as a Determinant of 
Group Dynamics 

A look at the use and abuse of the term as it applies to the 
Bread Loaf Class of 1999. Transcripts of their Friday (7/2/99) 
meeting in the Blue Parlor at 5:00 pm will help demonstrate the 
development of both a group dynamic and a commencement 
strategy, items which required the input of all senior class 
members. 


Swing-Time!: A Pre-Dance Reappraisal by 
Beth Harris 

Cultural fad or entrenched tradition? This 7:30 pm survey of 
swing on Saturday (in Barn A) provides an interactive mecha- 
nism towards understanding the twists, turns, and twirls associ- 
ated with the dance, and looks toward its practical application at 
various social gatherings throughout the summer. 


Newborn Forms in the Poetry of Paul Muldoon 

This study of the work of poet Paul Muldoon seeks to 
catalog and intercontextualize the symbols and metaphors 
present in the poems. The article focuses on the works selected 
for Monday night’s reading in the Barn at 7:30, with various 
theories presented concerning their order and the manner in 
which they are read. Special attention will be paid to the way 
in which Muldoon conveys meaning via his newly developed 
form, perambulatory pentameter. 


Slippy Solipsisms: Styles of Dance on 
Mountain Campuses (by DJ “Crumb” Coyle) 
From primitive foot-stomping to highly stylized swing, 
this overview of revelry on the Bread Loaf campus begins with 
the summer’s first big bash in the Barn on Saturday night at 
9:00 and ends with a consideration of the moral undertones 
present (or absent) at the Suppressed Desires party on July 24. 
The study looks at all styles of dance and dance-related music 
and invites all readers to become part of the seething, throb- 


bing, sweating, hustling, pulsating, gyrating mass that is the 
Bread Loaf dance. In a controversial afterword, the author 
asserts that post-party synchronized skinny-dipping also falls 
under the rubric of dance, and as such deserves further recogni- 
tion in the academic community. 


Stretches of the Imagination: From Books to 
Bikram (by Maggie Christinat) 

In the hopes of expanding both mental and physical capac- 
ity, this demonstration of Bikram yoga goes beyond the week- 
day applications and offers weekend suggestions as well at 
10:30 am in Barn A. Does the existence of loose clothing and 
bottled water limit or enhance our ability to move through the 
various forms and structures exemplified? This question typi- 
fies the nature of the investigation, which is intended for those 
both new to and familiar with the genre.

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Dear Diary: 

It’s another damp day here at Bread Loaf, and 
everyone seemed especially groggy in the dining hall at 
breakfast.

Nancie has been a heroine of 
sorts for me ever since I read her wonderful book, Jn the 
Middle. That book helped me immensely as I started out on my 
teaching career, and so I’m eager to have a chance to meet and 
talk to her in the days ahead. 


Of course, that also reminds me that I need to pay a bit more 
attention to that teaching career if I ever hope to do anything 
substantial with it. Elaine in the Bread Loaf office told me that 
there were still a couple of spots open for interviews with the 
representatives from Carney, Sandoe & Associates. They’ve 
helped Bread Loafers find great teaching positions in the past, 
some of them in independent schools overseas. I’ll have to check 
with her to see about signing up for one of those appointments. 

In the meantime, I’m still being made to feel like a complete 
knucklehead with this stupid Quote-of-the-Day™ contest in 
the Crumb.

Wildlife Sightings 

Wildlife watchers on campus this summer have 
enjoyed a bounty of wildlife sightings beyond the 
nomal bats, chipmunks, and mice. Numerous reports 
indicate that a fox has taken up residence nearby and 
often can be seen dashing across the west lawn; moose 
sightings in all directions have been rather frequent as 
well. Yesterday, the Crumb received this report from 
Nancy Robinson: “Tonight I was running onthe Sucker 
Brook Trail about a quarter mile into the woods off of 
the highway. I heard a noise, looked intothe woods, and 
saw a mountain lion. The animal was about the size of 
a full-grown Labrador dog. It was only about thirty feet 
away, and I saw it climb a tree—it was not a dog. The 
cat looked at me and wasn’t scared. I’m from the big 
woods in Washington state, where we are on constant 
cougar alert. In case of a sighting, look like a predator, 
not like prey! Do not run away scared. I put my arms 
above my head to look more intimidating and let out a 
roar. The animal trotted away.” 

Nancy’s reports confirm the existence of a cata- 
mount in our back yard, something which local resi- 
dents have been speculating for some time. While 
considered largely harmless to humans in the area, the 
cat should still be regarded with caution and respect. 
Those seeking additional precautions might consider 
carrying pepper spray or some other deterrent into the 
woods with them, but be especially careful with such 
items and use them only as a last resort. You don’t want 
toantagonize wildlife that was going to mn off anyway, 
as most denizens of the Vermont backwoods will (the 
men of Gilmore included, of course).

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Richard Kicks Off “Henriad” 


This summer’s theatrical production of William 
Shakespeare’s “Henriad” opens this evening with a 
staged reading of Richard II directed by Alan MacVey. 
Members of the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble will be 
joined by students and other community members for 
the performance. The historical tragedy centers on the 
tensions between Richard and Henry Bolingbroke (later 
to become King Henry IV) in England and Ireland 
during the final years of the 14th Century.

Maddox’s Excellent 
Alaskan Adventure 


Jim Maddox writes: “A number of you have asked 
me what Alaska was like on my recent visit. Yesterday, 
I received an e-mail message from Lucy Maddox that 
included the following passage, about a salmon-fishing 
outing she took with fellow faculty member Emily 
Bartels and John Pugh, Chancellor of the University of 
Alaska Southeast. In this summer distinguished by 
spectacular animal sightings, I thought you might like to 
read Lucy’s description (quoted with her permission).” 

Lucy writes, “Yesterday, Emily and I went out with 
John Pugh on his boat and had a glorious day. We found 
a pod of humpbacks almost immediately; they made a 
big circle around us, surfacing every ten minutes or so, 
for the whole four hours we were out. We counted at 
least nine whales and think there were probably more. 
The most amazing thing was that several times, the 
whole pod surfaced at once, in a kind of tangle: you 
could see noses, fins, flukes, backs, all in a giant mass. 
It was a whole different thing from the blowing and 
surfacing, one at a time. This was bizarre and very 
dramatic. I need to consult a whale expert to find out 
what that was all about.”

A Chip Off the Ol’ Nature Notes 


Former Crumb Columnist and “Nature Notes Lady” Jeannie 
LeBlanc has submitted this special entry while she visits our 
campus and notices along with the rest of us the abundance of 
squirrels and chipmunks: 

Predator/prey relationships are based on population dynam- 
ics. Consider, for example, the ubiquitous chipmunk. Here in 
the Northeast, an abundance of food last autumn (acorns, 
beechnuts, and other nuts and seeds) followed by a relatively 
mild winter and spring (thanks to the meteorological phenom- 
enon La Nifia) allowed these prolific creatures to procreate 
extra-profusely. A similar population explosion of rabbits and 
squirrels may also be noted. These small furry critters, however, 
are food for snakes, coyotes, hawks, and other predators; a 
population explosion of these animals will result from this 
summer’s chipmunk jamboree. When the prey population 
crashes, so will the number of predators. Then this cycle will 
begin again.
